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Detailed Action 

Applicants' arguments, filed 9/19/01 have been considered but they are not 
deemed to be persuasive. Rejections/ and or objections not reiterated from previous 
office actions are hereby withdrawn. The following rejections and/or objections are 
either reiterated or newly applied. They constitute the complete set presently being 
applied to the instant application. 

. Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. The amended and new 
claims introduce new matter that is not enabled by the specification. 

The applicant states in amended claiml that there will be a " selecting from" 
among the plurality of fixed bond representation candidates based on evaluation." 
However the applicant does not clarify what this evaluation will consist of. In contrast 
the specification states that there will be an evaluation based on the best candidate 
(please see page 2 of the specification). An evaluation based without boundaries could 
implicate an equivalent evaluation or in some circumstances a worse evaluation. On 
this basis new matter has been introduced into the claims. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention.

Claims 8 and 13-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 8 is vague due to the terminology of "incompletely cyclic" (see claim 8) 
which contrary to the meaning of cyclic. To be incompletely cyclic means that a cycle 
interpreted as a circle is interrupted and thus not a cycle. 

Claims 13-14 are indefinite as the there is no definition of extensible and no 
meets and bounds are evident. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1, 2,4, 6-8, 10, 11, and 13-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Morrison and Boyd (Organic Chemistry, 1973). 

Claim 1 can be found on page 261 under the Hydration of alkynes heading where 
tautomerism is discussed. In this portion of the reference a plurality of structures 
displaying fixed bond representation is displayed as is stated in the instant application. 
These structures are inherently being displayed in a method of display in the structures. 
Alas, evaluation of these structures is evidenced by the stronger vs. weaker acid 
evaluating and selecting.

Claim 4 can also be found in Morrison. It is described in the reference on page 
101 1 where the monocyclic ring of pyridine is shown and a plurality of structures of the 
pyridine ring are equivalently displayed. 

This rejection is necessitated by the amendments to the instant Claim 1 .
